PORTAGKVILLE~His candidacy for m ayor in the April 
6 city election has coat ward tw o alderm an Wilburn 
DeRoufwe hia job at Federal Compresa and W arehouse, 
DeRouaoe charges. 
De Rouaaee, 33, who has been em ployed since July, 
1969, as a bookkeeper said he was given an ultim atum 
M onday to either w ithdraw as a candidate or lose his job. 
DeRousse said he chose "to stand for his principles” and 
was dismissed. 
B. B. McCaa, Sikeston, regional manager of Federal 
Com press, whom DeRousse said gave the ultim atum , said "I 
have no com m ent” when asked if DeRousse was fired 
because he would not w ithdraw as a candidate.

reported 
the 
only 
explanation 
for 
his 
dismissal that has been given him is the Memphis office 
reported it had received letters and phone calls concerning 
his candidacy. He said he doesn’t feel phone calls and 
letters are adequate reasons for his dismissal. 
He said he could not accuse any organized faction 
because he does not know from w hom ,how m any, or the 
nature of the phone calls received by his form er em ployers. 
“ It is a puzzle to m e,” DeRousse said. Before he filed as 
candidate for m ayor, being vacated by 
Karl Walker, 
DeRousse said he talked with his boss, Sam Ashby, Jr., 
manager of the Portageville plant. DeRousse said Ashby 
checked with George Gragson, vice president in M emphis, 
and was verbally inform ed it was all right for him to seek 
the office. 
Gragson said "I would not know ” when questioned if 
DeRousse had received perm ission from the com pany 
before filing. 
Ashby reported DeRousse is not on the payroll. He 
added: "All I can say is I have no com m ent at all. Any 
inform ation will have to com e from the Memphis office. I 


am not perm itted to make any statem ents. I am not 
authorized to give a personal statem ent." 
DeRousse said he does not believe the com pany objects 
to em ployes holding political office. He reported a plant 
m anager in Mississippi is serving as m ayor. 
"I am not in the policy making capacity and I w ouldn’t 
know ," Gragson answered when asked if it is against 
com pany policy 
for em ployes to participate in political 
activities or hold political office. 


McCaa is reported to have talked with Portageville 
citizens including a ginner and later, DeRousse said, Mc€ m 
told him there w asn’t any reason why he should hack out 
of the m ayor’s race. 
"I have no com m ent," McCaa replied, when asked if 
DeRousse had obtained verbal permission to file as a 
candidate.

alderm an, DeRousse was serving in that capacity when he 
was hired by Federal. 
President of the city council, DeRousse said he has good 
relations with other board mem bers and Mayor Walker; that 
the board and m ayor have cooperated and have had no 
serious disagreem ents. 


DeRousse said he needs a job like any citizen; the loss of 
his job has not caused him any great concern; and that he 
has been offered several jobs since he was fired. 
"I just felt I had to take a stand for w hat I believe is 
right,” DeRousse said. "I am for the welfare of the tow n 
and every citizen. I believe every citizen and taxpayer in the 
city should be fairly treated alike, w ithout favoritism. 
Maybe in this way people will know they can’t pressure 
o ther people to have things just the way they want th e m .” 
DeRousse is opposed for the m ayor position by Roy 
Moore and J. L. Blanchard.

robbed,”

Shires, 
owner, said Monday. 
Shires, 37, came to Hayti 
from Wardell in 1948. He took 
over ownership of the restaurant 
three years ago. 
“The reason this place hasn’t 
been robbed is because it has too 
many doors, windows, and too 
much traffic,” he said. 
“There has never even been 
an attempted robbery here. It 
would take five or six to rob a 
place like this. There’s a little 
service station across the street 
that’s robbed four or five times a 
year.” 
The only problem the cafe 
has are bad checks and phony 
money orders but “that’s not 
unusual for a business being on 
the main drag”, he said.

Private, nonprofit institutions serving the public good 
are heading into deep trouble. 
So warns Alan Pfifer, president of the Carnegie 
Corporation in the 1970 annual report of the foundation. 
Among the private, tax-exempt 
organizations in 
America he says are “threatened by powerful social and 
economic forces" are an estimated 1,450 colleges and 
universities, 4,600 secondary schools, 3,650 voluntary 
hospitals, 6,000 museums, 1,100 symphony orchestras, 
5,500 libraries and 29,000 welfare agencies supported by 
United Funds.

The woman of true discretion, I am 
convinced, would much rather marry a sup«*rior man, «*ven on 
unfavourable terms, than make John Sm ith her husband, serf and 
pris«jner at one stroke. 
The law must eventually recognize this fact and mak«- provision 
for it. The average husband, perhaps deserves little succour. The 
- woman wh«» pursues and marries him, though she may be mov«*d 
by selfish aims, should be properly rewarded by th«- state for h«-r 
service to it -- a servic«* surely not to b«* lighly estimated in a 
m ilitary age. And that r«*ward may conveniently take the form, as 
in the United Stat«*s, o f statutes giving her title to a large share of 
his real property and requiring him to surrender most of his 
income to her, and releasing her from all obedience to him and 
from all obligation to keep his hous«- in order. But the woman who 
aspires to higher game should b<- quite willing, it seems to me, to 
resign som«- of these advantages in compensation for the greater 
honour and satisfaction of being wife to a man of merit, and 
mother to his children. All that is needed is laws allowing her, if 
she w ill, to resign her right o f dower, h«-r right to maintenanc«* and 
her im m unity from discipline, and to make any other terms that 
sh<- may be l«-d to regard as equitable 
At present women are 
unable to make most of these concessions even if they would: the 
laws of the majority of western nations are inflexible. If, for 
exam p le, 
an 
English 
w om an should 
agree, 
b y 
an 
ante-nuptial 
contract, to submit h«*rself to the discipline, not of th«- current 
statutes, but of the elder common law, which allow«*d a husband to 
correct his wife corporally with a stick no thicker than his thumb, 
it would be competent for any sentimental neighbour to set the 
agreement at naught by haling her husband befor«* a magistrate for 
carrying it out, and it is a safe wager that the magistrate would jail 
him. 
This plan, however nov«-l it may se«*m, is actually already in 
operation. M any a married woman, in order to ke«*p her husband 
from revolt, makes mor«* or less disguised surrenders of certain of 
the rights and immunities that she has under existing laws. There 
are, for example, even in Am erica, women who practise the 
domestic arts with competence and diligence, despite the plain fact 
that no l«*gal penalty would b«- visited upon them if they failed to 
do so. 
There 
are 
women 
who 
follow 
external 
trades 
and 
professions, contributing a share to the family exchequer. There 
are women who obey their husbands, even against their b«*st 
judgments. There are, most numerous of all, women who wink 
discreetly at husbandly departur«*s, overt or in mere intent, from 
the oath of chemical purity taken at the altar. It is a commonplace, 
indeed, that many happy marriages admit a party of the third part. 
There would be more of them if there were more women with 
enough serenity of mind to set- the practical advantage of the 
arrangement. The trouble with such triangulations is not prim arily 
that they involve perjury or that they off«»r any fundamental 
offence to the wife; if she avoids banal theatricals, in fact, they 
com m only have the effect of augmenting the husband’s devotion 
to her and respect for her, if only as the fruit of comparison. The 
trouble with them is that very few men among us have sens«* 
enough to manage them intelligently. The masculine mind is 
readily taken in by specious values; the average married man of 
Protestant Christendom, if he succumbs at all, succumbs to som«* 
meretricious and flamboyant cr«*ature, bent only upon fleecing him. 
Here ia where the harsh realism of the Frenchman shows its 
superiority to the sentimentality of the men o f the Teutonic raois. 
A frenchman would no more think of taking a mistress without 
consulting his wife than he would think of standing for offic«* 
without consulting his wife. The result is that he is seldom 
victimized. Fo r one Frenchman ruined by women there are at least 
a hundred Englishmen and Americans, despite the fact that a 
hundred times as many Frenchmen engage in that sort of reaction. 
The case of Zola is typical. As is well known, his amours were 
carefully supervised by Mme. Zola from the first days of their 
marriage, and in consequence his life was wholly free from scandals 
and his mind was never distracted from his work.
